‘*Yes’’ Vote on Bonds Is Urged 
by President of Upland P.-T.A. 


RACTORS CITED IN 
FIXING $175,000 
AS BOND FIGURE

Reasons why $175,000 was set 
as the figure for the bond issue 
in the Upland school district elec- 
tion next Friday are given today 
by members of the local school 
board. 

Emphasis is placed on the fact 
that the election is open to all 
voters in the school district. The 
school district boundary extends 
beyond the city limits and includes 
most of the area from the Santa 
Fe right-of-way north to the foot- 
hills. Balloting will be in the Fan- 
nie D. Noe school, the polls open- 
ing at 6 a.m. and closing at 7 
p.m. 

Concerning the school boundary, 
the eastern side igs Grove and the 
prolongation of Grove avenue 
north. On the west the boundary 
is at Benson avenue, north to 
Ninth street, and the prolongation 
of the middle of Ninth street, di- 
rectly west to the county line and 
from the county line north. All 
of San Antonio Heights is in the 
school district. 

Two-Thirds Vote Needed 

If two-thirds of the voters fay- 
or the bond issue, it is proposed 
to erect a new elementary school 
to replace the Noe building. 

The followirig data is submitted 
in response to numerous inquiries 
regarding the cost of the propos- 
ed new elementary school build- 
ing. Many people have been ask- 
ing why a school building should 
cost so much money.

The construction provided for in 
the total proposed school plant is 
equivalent to 24 units. Estimates 
supplied the Upiand school board 
by the architectural firm of Marsh, 
Smith & Powell indicate that the 
appro-:‘:nate cost per unit of con- 
struction of this building will be

Fees Boost ‘fotal 


It is estimated that $5,500 will 
be necessary to equip the class- 
rooms and administrative offices. 
The equipment consists of window 
shadey, tables and chairs for the 
students, teachers’ desks and 
chairs, office furniture, etc. The 
state division of architecture, de- 
partment of public works, charges 
a@ fee of one-half of one per cent 
of the cost of construction for 
checking and approving plans and 
specifications, which will make the 
fee in this case $780. The state 
division of architecture also re- 
quires a soil analysis to be made 
on the building site, which will be 
approximately $240.

It ie almost impossible for 
children to see on dark days— 
thus causing eye strain and the 
eventual wearing of glasses. 

We must open our eyes to de- 
tails. The school has wooden 
stairs, which are steep and dark, 
down into an open hall ‘which 
makes it a criminal fire trap. 
Fireg in schocls are not news. 
In the best of times we average 
five school fires a day in this 
country. It takes a catastrophe 
in which a great number of chil- 
dren perish to reach national at- 
tention. 

The drafty basement rooms in 
which children have to attend

Mellon’s Riches Back to People 


With the passing on of Andrew W. Mellon, who we believe 
was the greatest secretary of the treasury this country has ever 
‘hand, another great American has turned his fortune back to 
the people from whom it was made. Mellon’s life was greatly 
had, another great American has turned his fortune back to 
enemies—and many of the accusations against him were never 
proven. Yet in spite of this persecution he has willed his for- 
tune in a manner that it will greatly benefit the public—his 
entire estate, estimated at between $100,000,000 and $200,000,- 
000, going to his educational and charitable trust. 

This will appeal to the people as the proper thing to do 
and in this regard Mr. Mellon followed the policy of two of 
the country’s other immensely wealthy men—Andrew Carnegie 
and John D. Rockefeller. But unless things change there will 
be no more such vast fortunes as these—unprecedented taxa- 
tion at this time being such that it is impossible to amass such 
great wealth. 

In discussing the situation the San Bernardino Sun says: 

“Tt is no longer possible for individuals in the United 
States to accumulate fortunes of the size of those left by 
Rockefeller, Carnegie and Mellon. Taxation takes the 
larger share of such annual earnings as are necessary to 
accumulate big fortunes. Inheritance and gift taxes like- 
wise make it impossible to distribute the bulk of large 
fortunes either before or after death. 

‘‘Whether the people receive greater benefits from 
taxes upon large fortunes than they do from bequests for 
educational, scientific and charitable purpuses is doubtful. 
No decision on that point, however, is needed since heavy 
taxation upon wealth is the accepted policy of the nation. 
If it were certain that all rich men would turn their wealth 
back to the people from which it sprang, perhaps there 
would be a different attitude toward confiscatory taxation 
upon large incomes and large estates. 

‘‘Nevertheless the good that has come particularly 
from the Rockefeller charities cannot be matched by the 
results secured in the expenditure of public funds. 

‘“‘The Ford money remains the last big fortune about 
which the future is uncertain. Presumably the very large 
part of the Ford fortune is represented by the ownership 
of the Ford company. He could, of course, give the entire 
company to some trust to operate and use the profits for 
charitable purposes, but the general expectation is that 
Edsel Ford will carry on from where his father leaves off. 
Whether there is any substantial fortune aside from the 
Ford company there is no general information. There has 
been speculation as to how the money will be raised to pay 
inheritance taxes on the Ford estate. 

‘‘Within a very few years there will be no occasion to 
worry about the great fortunes of the United States. Death

The Press in a “Guilded” Cage 


Newspaper editors seldom indulge in ‘‘talking shop”’ 
through their columns. They assume, in most instances, that 
their readers are primarily interested in having a good news. 
paper, but that the editor’s problems in putting together that 
newspaper are of no particular public concern. Generally 
speaking, that assumption is correct. The editor’s worries are 
his own, just like the butcher’s, the baker’s and the candle- 
-stick-maker’s. 

But when George F. Morrell, president of the California 
Newspaper Publishers association, tells a group of fellow pub- 
lishers that demands of the C. I. O.-controlled Newspaper Guild 
for a closed shop bring the threat of ‘‘a muzzled press’’—that, 
we believe, is of just as vital concern to the reading public as 
to the editors who serve them. For a free press and freedom 
of speech are twin cornerstones of liberty. In nations which 
have succumbed to Fascism or Communism, the press was 
bludgeoned into silence first. And with a rigid censorship 
clamped down, despots then found it comparatively easy to 
strip the general citizenry of freedom of speech and action and 
every vestige of liberty. 

Speaking on the closed shop issue, as it affects newspapers, 
Mr. Morrell rightly declares: ‘‘If we are to have 100 per cent 
organization of news and editorial workers in unions domi- 
nated by international officers, we face the prospect of having 
Guild editorial policies substituted for our own.’’ No one who 
has watched recent developments in the Guild can discount 
that possibility. The American Newspaper Guild, today, is 
part and parcel of the John L. Lewis-C. I. O. hierarchy, which 
perpetrated the illegal ‘‘sit-down strikes’, which has paralyz- 
ed industry in many areas by furce and violence, which~ in- 
dulged in high-handed tactics of stopping the United States 
mails and which has done its utmost to foment class struggle. 
At the moment, it seems to be shaping its course toward a de- 
termined drive to satisfy Mr. Lewis’ ambitions and elevate him 
to the presidency. 

Under the circumstances, neither the public nor the press 
ean look with anything but misgiving- at Mr. Lewis’ demand 
for a closed shop. Many newspaper readers may not agree 
with what their editor has to say, but at least they concur in 
his right to say it. When Mr. Lewis dreams of the press in a 
Guilded cage, he forgets that this is America—and that Amer- 
icans like to speak out in meeting!

powerful influence on the law 
makers and the law interpreters, 
he declared. : 

The lccal attorney spoke on 
the subject of “Crooked . Law- 
yers.” Very few attorneys are 
dishonest, he said, but the sys- 
tem under which they are forced 
to serve frequently results in the 
accusation that lawyers are 
“crooked.” Most attorneys ‘want 
improvements, he said, but the 
average person has little voice in 
the “corporaticn controled” bar 
association, according to the 

er, 

Mr. Mitchell said corporation 
attorneys support the present 
system due to the fact that in the 
“multitude of confusing and con- 
trodictory laws’ the monied in- 
terests are favored. Some judges 
cannot impartially apply the law 
to all clients alike, he charged. 

The speaker supported his con- 
tention that’ in general attorneys 
are honest and that corporation 
attorneys are responsible for the 
evils in the legal procedure, with 
many quotations from authorities. 

It is possible, however, to bring 
about improvements through an 
active public opinion and through 
the constructive programs of ser- 
vice clubs and other organiza- 
tions, the said.
